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An old traveler who, as special oor- 
respondent, story writer and tbcatrioal 
manager, lias visited uesirly every purfc 
of the globe, iu the person of J. Charles 
Davis, is now here for the purpose of 
paving the way for J. Oheever Goodwin 
and Woolson Morse’s musical comedy, 
“ Lost, Strayed or Stolen.” He thus de­ 
scribes one of the odd corners of the 
world :

Mauritius is the homo of romance and 
a veritable gold mine for tlie story teller 
and novel writer. It is the scene of good 
old Father S t Pierre’s “ Paul and Vir­ 
ginia, ” and the visitor to Port Louis, 
tho metropolis and principal .seajiort, 
who would attempt to leave tho island 
without driving out and visiting tho 
grave of Paul and Virginia would iva 
considered an 
unromantic, unsympa­ 
thetic heathen. It is situated in a peace­ 
ful valley and reached by a short drive 
from tho capital. 


This little island is one of the most

Italian and a few American nierchaiits 
arc (iugagt’d in bnsinc.^s in the liazaar.s 
along the water front, while Africans, 
Malays, Persian.s, the nativi.s of Mada­ 
gascar, t;oolÌPK from rlu* Malabar coast, 
Moors from tim strait <>f (iilirallar am!

of f^eiiuine nov' Ity, juirri<Milurlv in tie 
weird and mysterious vein. Bezant and 
Kicu ubtaiiud iLo .-¡ury i-i' "jiy L:::!*' 
Oirl” from Mauritius. It was hero that 
tbe stoi*>*of the “ Coco de Merc” had its 
birth. Hero tho legend of the enchanted 
caverns yawning for tho reception of 
shipwrecked sidlorfl, with their two 
gates, one leading to the celestial em­ 
pire and tho other to hades, is repttate.d 
and iKsliovod, and those who cro.ss tbe 
island to its northern and most inhal)it- 
ed shore can see two great opening.s, 
tho bottom of each being below the low 
water mark and tho top being high 
enough to admit tho rigging of a .«ail­ 
ing vessel, awaiting for him to chuose 
which way ho w ill go, but with no 
guidepost or trademark to assist him 
iu his ciioice.

from a visit to the fanunis gardens of 
Curpepe I halt»Ml at a little refreshujent 
house, and in conver.sation with the 
proprietor di.scovered that Im was not 
only au ohi resident, but a man w« il 
versed iu the folklore of the island and 
one who wfmld talk if allowe<i to.

The modern method is 
to puLlish the short comings and sins 
of our friends and neighbors broad 
cast to'the world.To follow the advice of 
St. Paul is the most ditlicull thing the 
average person can do. There are very 
few equal to the task of rebuking sin 
andai fl'** -«-me time retaining the love 
a jd confidenb; of the sinner. 


We euaw.i-c sin in our friends until it 
is publicly discovered then out of fear 
for public opinion we banish tne fallen 
from our homes, from the social cir­ 
cles, business relations, and from the 
community. This is perhaps the safest 
way for tnose who h<ive not the love of 
Christ in iheir hearts to deal with sin. 
We thus send sinners to the place from 
which it was the mission of Jesus to 
save them. St. Paul tells us that we 
are to restore the sinner to righteous* 
ness in the spirit of meekness, looking 
to ourselves lest we also be tempieJ.

A H O Rm BLE THING. 


The Sta&d Taken bv the Supreme Court 
on the Famous Case. 


The Detroit Legal News containing 
the full decision of the supreme court 
in the case of Chaddock vs Tabor has 
just reached this city. 


It will be remembered that one of 
the points argued by the defendants’ 
attorneys. Messrs. Valentine and Plum­ 
mer, was that the action could not be 
legally brought as Chaddock had for­ 
merly brought action to recover dam- 
ayes for the same injury from Mr. 
Plummer. The attorneys for Chad­ 
dock, Core A. Harvey, and N. A. Ham­ 
ilton, took the ground that the lirst 
action was an inappropriate remedy, 
the result of a mistake. Tne case has 
been watched with unusual interest and 
the decision is summed up by the ed­ 
itor of the Legal News as follows: 


“The law will not deprive one of a 
meritorious claim merely because of an 
attempt to collect it by an inappropri­ 
ate remedy. 


“In an action to recover for an injury 
received by the alleged negligent hand­ 
ling of an air gun by the defendant, a 
boy under the age of ten years, the 
question of negligence was probably 
submitted to the jury, the testimony 
showing that the boy, who was shooting 
at a mark, pointed the air gun directly 
at the plaintitl' and knew that the plain­ 
tiff was standing in a line with the dis­ 
charge from the gun.”

P. French preached a temperance ser­ 
mon. A synopsis follows: 


"A wonderful and humble thins Is com­ 
mitted iu the*lanii atd my people love to have 
it so.”—Jermiah 6: 8u-3 . 


These words were applicable from 
the date of the adoption oi our national 
conbtitution up to "the time Abraham 
Lincoln issued his emancipation procla­ 
mation at which time the whole power 
of the general government was brought 
to bear to forever rid this land of tiie 
blight of human blavery. They are ap­ 
plicable today in their fullest sense in 
reference to the part taken by this 
government iu sustaining the liquor 
traffic it being a partner in this horri­ 
ble business, throwing all the weight of 
its influence toward fostering the man­ 
ufacture and sale of intoxicating bever­ 
ages. 


The speaker then said on a question 
so vitally alTecting the happiness of the 
home and the welfare of tne nation, so 
intimately associated with the progress 
of morals and religion, it is demanded 
that the pulpit, the urotlered conservi- 
tor of morals and guardian of religion, 
should see to it that this great question 
is properly presented to the people. 


Of the liquor question Mr. French 
said it was the greatest in its relation 
to the financial condition of our peo­ 
ple. Quoting from the Chicago Rec­ 
ord he said: 
“The nation’s drink Dill 
for 1897 was $1,400,000,000. The last 
census gives the wealth of gold and sil­ 
ver coin and bullion but a trifle more 
than this, viz, $1,158,774,988. 1 w'ill in­ 
cidentally mention that in the mean­ 
time only $105,000,000 was spent for 
education, $225,00o,000 for churches 
and $370,000,000 for printing and pub­ 
lishing. The three great education 
processes spent only somew’hat more 
than half what this destructive one 
spends.” 
Again quoting from the 
American Iss\ie he said: “The total 
quantity of into.xicating liquors of all 
sorts consumed in tne United States an­ 
nually is 1.115,000,000 or 35,000.(K)0 bar­ 
rels or 58u,000 carloads or (allowing 
feet per ear) a train load 4,OtiO miles 
long.” Tiiere statements mavseem in­ 
credible but they are compiled from 
material gathered by the United States 
Bureau of statistics. Tuis amount, he 
said, would ¡¡ay the national debt in 
two iears and if this vast amount ol 
money could be saved and used to pro­ 
vide ior the necessities of the peo]>ie. 
v;e would hear far h*i-s of the cry <jt 
hard times 


He spoke of three ways of dealinji' 
with the evil. 
First, to throw no in,*- 
strictions around it making it free, 
putting it upon the same basis as any 
leL'itimate business. But t his course is 
nol contlemned so he took no time in 
discussing it. aUhoiiirh he expresst'd 
his conviction that tne government 
ought to dissolve jnirtnershiu with the 
business and declare it a crime as the 
surest u’ay of s«*euring its overthrow. 
The ne.vt was the licen^e system. This 
he denounced as wrong in principle and 
inet!icient in api)lication. 
Vice is not 
to be taxed but 1») be suppressed. 
He 
said that high or low license was sim­ 
ply putting the pri<‘e oi human blood 
into the public * treasury and practic­ 
ally consenting that the i)lood should 
continue lo How for the purpose of re­ 
plenishing the national iwcnues. 


He spoke of this as the great iirgu- 
inentof those who favor ttie li(i» nse 
system, the immense, revenue deriv«,‘d 
from the traffic; but. he said, while the 
revenue is larjjre, wht;n we consider the 
immense account renresentinii the <.*ost 
of pauperi^;ll and purii^hnient of critni- 
nals caused l)y the tralli'!, as v/el! as 
the pcrvtir;-ion of ca})ital fro!’; tie* up- 
builiiin*r indusiricr of tt!>‘ '-ountry iIhtc 
lO iliA iiU rl>()ri!idi\'- OillaiiCe oi ’i>-" Mi-

Washington, Dec. 6.—The annual re­ 
port of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Foreman 
was made public 
yesterday. 
It shows the receipts on 
account of internal revenue from the 
western Michigan district aggregated 
$193,452 for the year. 
The report 
shows that there are 52 tobacco manu­ 
facturers in the district, an increase of 
three over the previous year. 
These 
factories produced 
29,800 pounds of 
smoking 
tobacco 
and 
contributed 
$1,788 to the revenue from the district. 
The 344 cigar factories located in the 
district used 355,378 pounds of tobacco 
in the manufacture of 17.H17, 730 cigars 
and 95,700 cigarettes. 
There are no 
distilleries in operation in the district, 
but 2,208 gallons of snirits were gauged 
in warehouses. 
The nroduction of 
beer and other fermented liquors ag­ 
gregated 73,4130 barrels. 
The eollee- 
tions of oleomargarine dealers tax ag­ 
gregated $1,440, but there is no show­ 
ing in the report that this commodity 
is manufacturered there. 
Neither is 
there apy filed cheese business, either 
manufactured or for sale.
